The Spanish offl 
dais continue to claim that the iiisiir 
gtrnta are in retreat and that the Span 
UAl troopa are ptmraing them ont of the 
proTince of Matanzax, bnt tho Tnond!: m 
the insm-gents point to the fact tlia 
even the authoritiefl here were com 
pelled to admit that detachmentR. at 
least, of the iimurf^cnts arc still in tl 
vicinity of the city of Mataii/.as, am 
that they arc still doing dainaKc. 

Only yesterday it was reported from 
Oamariora, 15 miles from Matnnzj's 
that insurgentB. said to iinmbcr '2,000 
men, were movintr in that viciuitv 
which would indicate the detfi-mitiafin 
of the iiisvircciit ciimmaiidcrs to caiitun 
Matanzas, alrhourli it has iiithcrto been 
the opinion th;tt a dusli on Havana wa« 
the real aim of ( ioincz in pusliinjr for 
ward 80 rapidly throujjh fu- p'-nvince of 
Santa Clara nod into the province of 
Matanzas. Even t'le Spaii'sh com- 
manders admitted this p<^'!-sil)ility for :

Quintin Banrierii, tiie third in com 
mand of the Cuban force*, :it the l<'>.id 
of a Btronff column of insnrgentj^, ;<ind 
lo number WTeral thousand men. in re- 
portad to be near Macurijea (Oorrtil 
Falao). half way between Union dt 
lUyaa and Jagaey Orande, where the 
Spaniard* claim Qomn in retreating, or 
haa roti-eated, into Sauta Olara. Now, 
if it is trae that the Spaniarda are pur' 
ndng Qomea thronirh Jafrney Onuide 
and Santa Olara, the insnrgenta com 
sumded bf Qaintiii Bandera ava Iwhind 
tha pnnraaiig Bpaninh oolnmna and be 
tween them and their bow of supplies 
at Union de Reyee, not a very pleasant 
poaition for the Spanish troops to be in 

Finally, it is aaaerted upon good an 
thority that Laceret, another gf the im 
portant insurgent commanders, is niov 
lug in the direction of Ciora, nortli of 
SaDunilla and westward of Union de 
Rotbs. 

It the railroad station of Cabey.es, an 
iiouiiced to have been burned, is t hat of 
the quite impoi-tant town ('abey,c-<, 
southward and westwanl of the port of 
Matanzi's then the iiisiiru'ents are away 
on the otlier side of I ' nioii d* Heves and 
have pasKed J^lalail/.a^. >.;<'i"K tlie i1 
rectiou, northward, of Fariieo, and 
southward of (iunies, two imixn-raut 
towns within a short distance of Ha 
vana. However, it is In^lieved that 
these forw'ai'd mo\'cin(^nts are made by 
the cavalry only of r)io iusorgeutti, oh 
the enemy is re(>ort-iHl to be moving 
swiftly and ou li()rsel.;;ck. 

But. the adherents of the insurgcni 
cause iicro as.scrt that the insiuijeiit iti 
fatitry and artillery will follow tlip 
CKvali-y westward in due course of time 
and that (Jomez and Miu:;eo have simply 
been coUwtinj,' the necessary supplies of 
men and ammunition prepaifitory to a 
• final mov(>ment forwai-d ujiou Havuua. 
Indeed, there are rumors here tiiat the 
insurgents have been awaiting sapplirs 
of ammunition, etc., which shouhl now 
be within their reucii aiid that it will b. 
"on to Ebtaua" witiiin a few ^ayf 
and tliat nothing mil tlieu impede the 
inanrgent armies and tliat they*wili 
eventually be heard of in the vicinity of 
this city. 

At the SpaniRh headquartei-s liere tlie 
possibility of the advent of (lomcz out 
aide tba fortillcutions of Havana is 
aoonted as being nothing less than an 
absnrtfity and it is still lusiBted that he 
and his oompaniona are in ratreat. If 
thia ia the oaae, all outward aigun here 
are daoeiving in the extreme. The na- 
val and nuUtary anthurittea are ex- 
hanating avery reaoorce in harrying 
ttoopa to the front and iu prepuriug fur 
the defenae of ttie cupital ahould aach a 
nroeeeding be neeewiary. The poli<« 
nave been kept in a atate of harry and 
myateiy for some time past, and a num- 
ber of arreata of Maucta of tha insur- 
gents are onderatood to have been ae* 
cretly made. 

There iu no doubt tliat the anthorities 
here, while »'.Kprc.s.sing great conlidence 
of biuug ub!e to repel an inuuigent at- 
tack upon Havana, ui-e nut quit« so cer- 
tain of being able to suppress a popular 
npriaing should thei > be au outbreak 
here in favor of thu insurgenls. It is 
trae that thu vat>t commenual inten>sts 
of thiS' city ai'e mainly in the liands of 
persons who suppoi I Si)ani.sh ruh'; but 
these peupit) do ii<;t form by aity means 
the majority of t lu iMjpulatiou and tliey 
woulvl, it is believed, be unable even 
with the tjoops at the lomuiaiid of tl»e 
authoiitie.'t to stem tho cuiTent of popu- 
lar symputhv with Gomeit, should th« 
insurgents flag be hoistad hen or ap- 
pear outside of Havana. 

The wonderful march of th« iusur- 
mnta through the island of Cuba and 
UM ottarly onsuooeasf ul attempts made 
biy the Spanish oommaadara, baoh ed bjf 
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progress, tiave Won tar tne insurgent 
cause sympathizers, if not adherents, in 
cucles and quarters hitherto eutiieiv 
loyal and extremely miiikely to favor, 
the republican administration of tins 
island. What was impossible a month 
or so ago, looks to bf> quite [X)ssil,le, if 
not probable, at present, namely, u tm-u 
of the tide in favor of the Cubans in all 
but the strictly oftlcial and higlily con- 
servative circles. 

It is n'ported here that additional re- 
inforcements of titxjps have been 
urgently requested from tipuiii, that 
Kome of thein have already sailoil and 
that the captain general is veiy anr.ious 
that they should arrive hero iu the 
•hortest time possible, iu order to take 
part iu the defeii^e of Havaua, it being 
nndersttxxl tiiat evc/y man who oonld 
lie spsreo hrs bei-n hui-ried to the frout. 

A (lisput<;h from Santiago de Cnba, 
oepi^al of the province or that name, re- 
ceived hei-e, says that tlic columns of 
trO')pH ct»mmanded by Colonels Rodon 
and Padrus, numbering tiOO men iu all, 
havebeeu engaged in the vicinity of 
Jignani, not far from Eayamo. province 
of Santiago de Ouba, with the insmgent 
forces commanded by Rabi and other 
leaders The troope are .said to have 
captured the insurgent position and to 
have compelled the enemy to retreat 
with the los.s of 19 killed and 47 wound- 
ed, who were carried away by their 
comrades. The troops also oaptm-ed a 
quantity of orma. Ou the government 
siao only eight aoldiara ware killed and 
three offlcora and -41 aoUiara wern 
wounded. 

The railroad bridge near Ooomajales, 
jnat south of Colon, and on the brancli 
mnuing ont of Ooevitan iu Bfatnnzas 
Pfovinee. haa been destroyed by Quintin 
Baodera'a band. The same thuig has 
been lone to two culverts. 

In ; lata Oktra province three culverts 
betwei.'ii Rodrigo Mid Sauta Domingo, 
on the braurJi of the railroad rauuluf^ to 
Sagoa la Grande, have been destroyed 
by the inaargeuts, and a freight tiuin 
dendled, several of the <'ars being lio- 
molished. The iusnrgonts attacked tliu 
train, but wGt^ repniaed with a loaa of 
eight killed. 
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OI«l toiletry Troops 
Than In Vaiwlly ilttpiirtt-d. 
New York, .Tan. 1.— A letter dated 
Deo. 19, haa been received at the Cuban 
revoluttoniiry headquai ters iu thin city 
fiY>m the agent of the ju r.i i i Sauta 
Clara. The letter gave some imii, a t,. nt 
details as to the number of killer! and 
wounded iu recent actioua in the itilund. 
It aaidiu part: 

"Bythelile of pnp^' s ret-eivecl to<L\- 
from Havana I see th<it uot eveu one 
half of what haa taken place horf is 
publiahed. From Mai Tiempo oloue 
wounded have beeu Inought into the 
3ity and we know potdtitUy tliat the 
Spaniards lost there 72 killed. From 
Hormiguero 40 wouuded were brought 
in yesterday and several more fram 
other placea. 

"We have no commuuicutlou with 
Havana, Oienfr.egos, Sa-rna atid other 
cities, OS the teleLrrj.pli has been cut and 
there are no luails. Tiie only w ny to 
get a h ttt r tiuough is liy a si^cial 
courier.

Wakhinoton, Jan. 1.— There are no 
new developmenta iu the matter of a 
new bond iaane, and the opinion now 
prevails that it may be postiioned for a 
number of days yet. The cessation of 
large withdrawals of gold for exiva-t and 
the fiu't that one or more orders have 
been placed for gold shipments from 
abroad, are important faotora in the 
queation of an eariy iaaoe. 

On the other hand the almoit dfily 
annoonoement from the sabtreaaoftr at 
New York that considerable quantities 
are being withdrawn in redemptiou of 
legal tender woidd seem to jiutify 
prompt action on the part of the presi- 
dent. 

These redemptions, it is said, are un- 
doubtedly asked for tho purpiwe of ac- 
cumulating a supply of gold with which 
to purchase bonds when they shall have 
been placed on the market by the syn- 
dicate and as they now aggregate con- 
siderably more than 1|,5.(H)I),(KJ() since the 
forthcoming issue became a sc'ttled fiM-t, 
their early di.scoiitiinuince has become a 
matter oif the first importance. This 
can be accomplished, however, only 
through the c>ix'rations of the syndicate 
and it is iugued, therefore, that the in- 
terest of tho government he in a prompt 
announcement of the issue. What will 
be the result of these coufUotinf falter- 
ests is not now apparent. 

Tho rejKjrt from New York to the 
effiH-t thai the members of the new syn- 
dicate have entere\l into au agi-eement 
by which the government is to be at 
once funiislied with $100,000,000 in 
gold and later on. at Its option, with 
IIOO.OOO.IHW iu addition, can not be 
verified ut this time. It is tke general 
opinion, howevei-, thatthU arrangement ] ;::^derataiuiii.-;.' 
for an addinonal contingent amount , 
was made with the approval of the ' 
pi-esident who is anxious that this issue 
sliall be the last during his term of 
office. It is believed further that tha <
